Adult male Siberian hamsters are maintained with nursing females. This is an lACUC-approved exemption 
from the USDA AWA standards (9 CFR Part 3, Subpart B, sec. 3.28). The USDA standards do not 
differentiate the hamster species. Unlike the more common Syrian hamsters, male Siberian hamsters have 
been observed to assist the females in maintaining the nest by retrieving pups. Some species of rodents are 
known to pair bond. Siberian hamsters have experienced weight loss and other signs of depression when 
separated from their mates. If an adult male Siberian hamster is removed and returned later, fighting often 
occurs. Routine husbandly for Siberian hamster is described in an lACUC-approved Standard Operating 
Procedure (January 1996).

Section 2.31(d){l)(vii) lACUC: protocol YCS0201 noted post-op to be under the care of the attending 
veterinarian. The attending veterinarian was never told of the surgery or the problems with the procedure. 
Two rabbits had surgery spinal hemisections. Rabbit #8 had surgery on 03-11-00, records are sparse in 
relation to care, on 03-17-00 animal noted to have weaker hindlimb reflexes. On 03-19-00 animal noted not 
responding to hindlimb pinches. #8 was put to sleep on 03-20-00. The attending veterinarian was never 
notified of this animal. 

On 03-16-00 animal #6 had same surgery as #8. Again animal post-op records are sparse. On 03-27-00 I 
observed this animal (#6) and it could not stand on its hindlimbs. This animal had a sore on its back and 
was lying in a small amount of feces in a standard slat floor cage. This animal was seen by the attending 
veterinarian for the first time on 03-27-00 during the USDA inspection. This animal was put down on 03- 
28-00.

Nymphs of Ixodes scapularis, potentially infected with West Nile Virus (WNV) were 
allowed to feed on uninfected hamsters. Hamsters were kept for 6 to 1 0 days after ticks 
had fed and monitored for evidence of infection with WNV. The animals were euthanized 
with carbon dioxide or methoxyflurane if they showed signs of distress caused by viral 
infection. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State 
methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with 
test results. 

The use of pain relieving drugs could mask clinical evidence of infection with WNV in 
the hamster. Clinical evidence of disease includes weakness, tremors, and roughened fur; 
salivation and conjunctivitis occur infrequently; and rarely partial paralysis of one or 
more extremities. To minimize pain and/or distress, animals were euthanized if they 
showed signs of viral infection.

Four rabbits underwent food regulation and water treatment to produce a chronic 
acid otic model. Animals were monHored, by the investsgator^s) and veterinary staffs, 
daily for pain, disconrrfort, distress, hydration and overall body conditfon. No adverse 
effects were detected. 

Thirty-six ^/lacaca mulatta underwent food regulalion to facilitate training to learn and/or 
perfonn complex tasks. Animals were given a reduced daily ration of monkey chow 
supplemented by rewards earned during testing. Animals were monitored, by the 
investigatorfs) and veterinary staffs, daily for health status, growth rate, and hydration 
and weighed weekty.

Animals were monitored for pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the 
investigator staffs during periods of restraint. Animals used in future studies will 
undergo a modified acclimation procedure to further minimize distress. 

Multiple Major Survival Suroarv 

Eight Chlorocebus aethiops underwent an inttiai major surgery followed by an 
intenefated surgery lo assess novel central nervous systems therapies. Animals were 
monitored daily for pain, discomfort, distress, and overalJ body condition by the 
veterinary and investigator staffs. 
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T^fee limed pregnartl Macaca mulatta underwent hyslerotarrues (multiple) in 
accordance with the appraval granted by Ihe USDA on Decetinbef 2fl, '1994. A copy of 
the US da's approval is attached. 

Two Macaca fasclcularis underwent two maior survivat surgeries. Animals were used 
for electrqphysiologica! recordings. Each animal is used in an experiment no more than 
or^ce every three weeks for a maximum of five procedures, after which they receive a 
one month rest. Multiple surgeries are required to obtain multiple observations to 
reduce variation in responses due to differences between animalSr Animals are 
monitored daily by the veterinary and investigator staffs for pain, discornfort and 
distress as well as overall body condition. 

One cat, three Saimiri sciureus . and three l^lacaca fascicu1a[i s underwent multiple 
survival surgeries. Animals undergo one to four survival surgeries and one non-survival 
surgery. Animals are resled at least five days between surgeries. Multiple surgeries 
were required to facilitate adequate data collection from each animal. Animals were 
monitored daily lor pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the 
veterinary and investigator staffs. No adverse complications were detected. 

Exercise for Dogs 

Two dogs, used in a study requiring the use of radioisotopes, were housed in cages 
that met the space requirements for housing but not exercise. The animals were 
restricted from exercise for a five-day period to prevent potential exposure and 
contamination to the environment and personnel. Animals were monitored daily for - ^ 
pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the veterinary and investigator 
staffs. 


Explanation for lACUC Approved Exceptions to Institutional Requirements 
Exercise for Dogs 

Standard caging used for dogs is greater thar^ two times the USD A required floor 
space. However, the instiCutional policy requires that all dogs receive exercise 
regardless of floor space. Nine dogs underwent a modifEsd institutional exercise 
program(IACUC approved), based on veterinary recommendation and the potential for 
interference with research ebjeettves. Animals were monitored daily for pain, 
discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the veterinary and investigator staffe. 
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
